to $500 for sn extra le<eon over the body
of a subject dying of same new afliletion, and
g0, Il the professor pivs $100 for such a sub-
jeet, he frequently moakes several thousand on
the deal, In cases where the subjects are pur-
chosed for clinfeal purposes their value b
hinged on the value of exploring in the seat
of disease and demonstrating over it in the
presence of the students. But when such priv-
fleges are secured the subject, whe Is at once
taken from a 1fe of paln and misery, becomes
an obfedt for the enjoyment of the mosl cor-
dinl bleksings: nothing le too good for him,
He 1s, among other good things, assured that
it he dies and leaves his body for further and
indefinite investigation his entate will he paid
a much higher bonus for the privilege, as
such an autopsy is very unusual. The sur-
geon who ds Jeft this liberty well knows s
yvalue In forwarding his fame,

The incomes of moneyved kings conld not
buy the tréatment thess poor individluals re-
celve. Though It must be confessed that sei-
ence in the feature pletured In the mindg of
the surgeors, the subjecis have to bhe handled
tenderly, or thelr study would he vold, and
In thut ease not only would the surgeons lose
thelr money, but plso the patient’s priceloss
value as a stucy,

It Is positively wrong to suppose
gots die whe o In their loathsome conditions
they place taelr lives In the hands of the
speoinlists, for the crowning feature of ali is
that If there 18 a possible cure within the
reach of human skill it 18 the doctors' ald-
vantage and advertisement to effect 1t. Most
of them have combinations of diseases for
whieh no cure Is known) therefore, while they
are practically bought as material for gcien-
tifle experiment, they are dying, and the
specialist I8 the only one who comes 1o thelr
ald with the slightest hope. Modern surgery
has been ecstablished through thess expoeri-
ments, many of which end in triomph. It is
a mistaken iden that the surgeons do thelr
best to shorten the lives of these unfortu-
nute wretches; death I8 what they fight
ngningt. Some cases, it |8 true, are so ut-
terly hopeless that it |8 little matter whether
they dle of disesse or of 4 herole treatment
for Ite cure, 1If they recover they are intro-
dueced at the medical and surgery soclety con-
gresses, where they imnediately becomg ob-
Jeets of great respeet. Bdme of these wretched
specimens of humanity survive the knlfe
and regaln their health, In many cases of
this kind the surgeons who profited by their
study have been known to set them up In
business, and they become respectable citl-
REns.
